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The world’s first oil-producing 
drilled well was established 
here by Edwin L. Drake in 1859.

This restored village, built by 
George Rapp and his German 
followers between 1824 and 
1830, was the home of the 
Harmonists.

Noted for its music, decorative 
artwork, fraktur and printing, 
this celibate community was 
gathered by Conrad Beissel, 
German mystic, in 1732.
